Washington,April 19.—The grave sit­ 
uation in the east is the topic of dis­ 
cussion in diplomatic and official cir­ 
cles here. The possibility of war be­ 
tween Turkey and Greece has 
been 
thought probable for some time, but 
the official announcement that a state 
of war exists served to quicken the in­ 
terest with which the trobles between 
the two countries have been watched. 
In 
diplomatic 
circles, 
particularly, 
where the possibilities of a general con­ 
flict in Europe are always regarded as 
more or less imminent if any of the 
powers becomes engaged in war, the 
situatoin was deeply considered. Among 
officials of the United States who ex­ 
pressed any opinion at all the senti­ 
ment seemed general that war between 
Turkey and Greece is no matter 
in 
which this government can in any way 
become involved, as the few citizens of 
the United States who reside in 
th<^ 
countries concerned are in the cities 
where they are not liable to be molest­ 
ed, and that the only course for this 
country to maintain is one of strict neu­ 
trality. 
Opinions vary as to the dura­ 
tion of the conflict. One prominent of­ 
ficer of the navy inclined to the belief 
that fighting would continue for a short 
time until the powers of Europe decide 
that hostilities have proceeded far 
enough, when they would step in aud 
put an end to it.

“A camp of pacificos near Manges,

of getting food. They had begun cul­ 
tivating crops for their own use.

“The camp was surprised at night, 
the men were tied to trees, their huts 
burned, and their crops were destroyed. 
The men were kept tied up a day with­ 
out food and water, while the guerillas 
caroused and maltreated the 
women 
captives. Then both men and women 
were shot. 
“Five 
hundred 
Cubans ambushed 
three battalions of Spanish troops on 
the Artemisa military road and killed 
nearly 200. 
The Cuban loss was 94.”

Rev. Robert C Denison Speaks of “ The 
Risen Life” at the Congregational 
Church, and a Program W as Pre­ 
sented—The Services Held in the 
Other Churches. 


At the Congregational church the 
pastor spoke on the risen life. 
We 
ordinarly think of the resurrection as 
applying only to the raising of 
life 
after death. 
The new testament idea 
of the risen life is that of a moral con­ 
dition towards which we must begin 
to rise now. 
Some conditions of char­ 
acter are as bad as death and are as 
much in need of a resurrection. 
To 
merely rise after death would mean 
little without 
a previous 
uplift of 
character. 
W* imagine 
in glowing 
colors 
the resurrection 
at the last 
great day but just in our eight today 
there may be a man who is saying 
I am going to lift up my life nearer to 
God and that ie as sublime a resur­ 
rection as we shall ever see. 
We will think next of 
what 
that 
risen life 
is 
towards which 
we 
are 
to 
lift 
our 
characters 
It cannot die any more. 
The things 
which are beneath us, have no power 
over us. Slavery has no further power 
over our national life, for we have 
risen above it. 
Those who live that 
risen life, are equal to the angels. 
When a man has raised his character, 
he is worthy of the noblest companion­ 
ships, and they 
ire open to him 
Those who live the risen life shall be 
sons of God. 
They will be pure and 
true, not because they are command­ 
ed, but because they love their Father. 
Some goodness if compelled by law or 
cuetom ,bnt the righteousness of those 
who have attained the risen life is to 
be as natural and spontaneous as the 
love of a son for his father. 
Now, we 
can do nothing with death. 
Our 
strongest efforts 
cannot push him 
back a day, but we can manage life: 
we hold it in our hands. 
It we will 
lift up life into faith, hope and love, 
God will take care of death. 
In the evening the Easter Sunday 
school programme was rendered before 
a congregation that filled every corner 
of the church. 
The choruses, solos, 
recitati ns and anthems all helped to 
make a beautiful and inspiring scene. 
The joy of it could not but commend 
the christian life and truth to all who 
likened. 
An elaborate program, which has 
been pnblished before — was presented, 
and the music was rendered by a choir 
of sixty voices. 


At th e B aptist C hurch 
“ The Power of Christ's Resurrec­ 
tion” was the subject of Rev. Dr. 
Hodge’s morning sermon: The power, 
he held, 
w a r a p j w e r able to over­ 
come the mightiness of death. 
All 
men mu >t die. 
Men were fearful < 
death. 
He who oould overcome death 
was a mighty conqueror. 
Tnere were 
two ways that he might deliver men 
from death. 
First, by keeping men 
out of its power. 
Second, by taking 
men out of it after they were in 
prison. 
Christ broke 
the force of 
death, and by so doing he not only 
saved the head of his mystical body, 
but all of its members. 
He saves His 
people from death also. 
Christ’s power In the resurrection 
places His church upon a sure founda­ 
tion. 
Paul was willing to 6take bis 
all upon the truth that Christ arose 
from the dead. 
He was sure of that 
fact. 
There oould 
be no 
mists k a 
about it. 
There was power to uplift a discour­ 
aged and sorrowful church. 
How changed the disciples were aft­ 
er that morning! 
What wonderful 
power to change such a discouraged 
and dispairing people! 
There is power in Christ's resurrec­ 
tion to cheer pilgrims upon their 
christian journey. 
They are. led to 
look forward to the time when they 
shall see Jesus. 
There is power in the resurrection 
to produce a dreaded apprehension of 
sin. 
The enemies of Christ thought they 
had got rid of Him by killing Him. 
What was their feeling when He arose 
again? 
There is power to produce convic­ 
tion of sio. 
Are you afraid to meet 
Him, or are you because of your faith 
in Him. anxiously tw ait ug the time 
when you shall meet Him? 
In the ev d o in g tha Y. P S. C. E

Mayor Baines Will Appoint a Commis­ 
sion Under the New Law, aud Pre­ 
sent Their Names to the Council 
This Evening—The Plan of the New ^oy ^ g FTAT?LES 
Departure. 


Mayor Haines will probably appoint. 
a board of fire and police commission­ 
ers—under the new law, which went 
into effect Saturday—today, and sub 
init their names to the council at to­ 
night’s meet rig. 
The new plan will take the poJce 
and fire departments out of politics 
and place them in charge rf a non­ 
partisan board of commissioners. 
Tbe board will be compcsaa of four 
citizsns, no more than two of whom 
shall be of the same political pirty, 
and no member shall receive any sal­ 
ary or 
compensation. 
Tbe board 
th a t Mav -r Baines will appoint,will b* 
composed of four men, one appointed 
to serve for one year; 
one for two 
years; one for three years; and one for 
four years. 
Hereafter, one commis­ 
sioner will be appointed each year, to 
serve for the term of four years, thus 
making tho terms of the members ex­ 
pire at different times. 
In case of v a ­ 
cancies, tbe mayor shall fill the same 
by appointment 
Get to "Work A t Once. 
The law provides th a t as soon as I 
possible after their appointment, 
the 
board shall meet and formulate such 
rules aud regulations for the govern­ 
ment of the police and 
fire depart­ 
ments, as shall, in their judgment, a t­ 
tain the best service. 
Applicants for 
positions shall be 
examined for their physical and edu­ 
cational qualifications for the position 
applied for, as well as on m atter of 
habits, reputation, standing, etc. 
All employes shall be classified, and 
special inquiries made for all classes 
of 4he service. 
Th*, rules adopted 
by the board 
shall be printed, th a t the people may 
become acquainted with them and the 
board can repeal or change them at 
atty time. 
The beard has authority 
to name 
the examiners and fix their pay for 
the v cik of 
bolding 
examinations 
and change the membership of the 
ooard at any time. 
Officers tan Meet Charges 
Officers now in office shall hold of­ 
fice for six months, regardless of the 
law, and at tbe end of six montes, ex­ 
aminations will be held. 
The board can suspend any cfficor 
at any time, but the officer shall have 
an opportunity to meet and refute 
charges made. 
After hearing charges 
and rebuttal evidence, the b^ard shall 
dec;de the matter, and the decision 
Ehall be final. 
It is declared rn be the duty of tbe 
board, when it btlieves th a t an officer 
should be removed for the good of che­ 
st rvice, to remove the officer, but a 
majority vote is necessary. 
The law also pr jvides th a t the mem 
bere of the fire and police forces shall 
ba not less than twenty-one years o 
age nor more than fifty-five, 
“ I will probably present the names 
to the common council this evening” 
said Mayor Brines this afternoon, 
desire to consult with Mayor-Elect 
Thoroughgood before I name them.

H ERE is one feat­ 
ure 
of 
the 
great 
beer halls of Ger­ 
many and particu­ 
larly 
of 
Munich 
unknown to the fre­ 
quenters of like re­ 
sorts in this coun­ 
try, says the New 
York Herald. 
It is 
a feature to simple, 
so sensible ..nd so 
picturesque, too, that it is sr:uprising 
that it has not been im poruu along 
with German beer and the ct: lorn of 
beer-drinking in resorts of large size. 
It is something that all visitors to Ger­ 
man beer halls remark immediately 
and with pleasure and speak of as soon 
as they get home. This feature is the 
use of beer markers. 
A beer marker 
is nothing more or less than a little 
puppet of knitted wool, 
about 
four 
inches high. 
Its purpose is to desig­ 
nate the beer mug you send back to 
be rep’enished, so that you may be 
sure of getting the same one back 
again and dot one used by so ne other 
person 
They use mugs entirely on the 
other side and the pewter lids are pro­ 
vided with fasteners which hold your 
beer marker securely. 
When the kell- 
nerin 
returns 
with half a dozen or 
more refilled mugs it is an easy m at­ 
ter for the drinker to recognize his 
own particular marker. It was Munich, 
the home of the beer, where the cus­ 
tom of using beer markers was in­ 
augurated. The Lowenbrau Keller, one 
of the most famous resorts in Germany, 
is the headquarters of the beer marker. 
An old woman known in every quarter 
of Germany as the beer-marker wo­ 
man, has the priviliges of the resort. 
She knits the quaint markers herself 
and every evening may be seen wan­ 
dering from table to table with a bask­ 
et of them, which she sells for fifty 
pfennigs, or about 
12 cents, 
apiece. 
These beer markers are caricatures of 
well-known men. Emperor William is 
one of the most popular figures to be 
seen, a born ruler of majestic presence 
(knitted), with his manly breast cov­ 
ered with emblems made of tin. 
His 
brown yarn mustaches sweep across 
his face as if they wanted to kiss his 
ears, while a faint tinge of red paint 
gives color to his fat cheeks. The lit­ 
tle figure is carefully made, and the 
kaiser grasps his sword as if he were 
showing his troops the proper way to 
fight. 
Bismarck naturally comes next 
in popularity, and not far behind follow 
Dr. Windthorst and Eugene 
Richter, 
his two greatest political 
opponents. 
Note 
Bismarck’s 
three hairs. 
They 
are all he aas in the world, and the 
woman who knit the “iron chancellor” 
did not forget a single one. Then there 
is C apivi 
Caprivi 
succeeded Bis­ 
marck as chancellor, but did not stay 
in power long. 
There was a dead set 
against his policy from the beginning, 
but during his short term of office he 
became noted throughout the empire. 
This beer marker is not half so effective 
as that of Lieut, von Breusewitz, who 
lately set the tongue of Germany agog 
by killing a civilian in a duel. Bruse- 
witz is more or less of a military bully 
and his opponent is said to have been 
guilty of no offense. 
Hence the stir. 
The shah of Persia and the emperor 
of Russia are popular as beer markers, 
and Boulanger, in red knit trousers, 
blue knit coat and a beautiful white 
plume, is still to be seen in the beer 
halls. 
At the present time one of the 
most caricatured men in Germany is 
Father Kneipp, the noted preacher of 
the “ Kneipp cure.” 
Kneipp’s theory 
is that nervous troubles may be cured 
if people will 
systematically 
prom­ 
enade with bare feet in the early morn­ 
ing dew7. 
The beer marker sh»owrs a 
philanthropic face and a watering-pot, 
from which latter the good “pfarrer” 
obtains artificial dew7. 
One of the most popular of all the 
beer ma liers is the pretty kellnerin. 
or bee-.laid, with her gay bodice and 
her two beer mugs—a familiar figure 
to the Germans. 
You also find many 
examples of “Wurzl,” the old vegetable 
woman with a carrot in her hand and 
a knobby nose that almost touches 
her chin. We also frequently see Wurzl 
Sepp. who, next to the kaiser and Bis­ 
marck, 
is 
probably the best-know7n 
man in Germany. 
He is a queer old 
fellow—a hermit, in short—who runs 
an illicit still among the mountains 
and who may frequently be seen in this 
most picturesque costume. 
A short 
time ago he was seen at the Berlin ex­ 
hibition. 
Lastly comes a little beer 
marker in a long robe and hood, with 
a radish in one hand and a beer mug 
in the other. He is called the “Munch- 
ener Kindi,” or “Munich child.” 
By 
some mysterious chain of events, iii I 
the olden time the arms of .Munich be- I 
came a little monk or “Monehen,” from j 
which we get the German “Munchen,” j 
or Munich. 
Now, the little monk held I 
a oible in one of his hands, and raised 
the other in exhortation. 
But in the | 
Lowenbrau Keller we find him w7itb 
the radish and the beer mug. 
The 
radish, it may be added, is an indis­ 
pensable accomplisment to a mug of 
beer in Munich. 
It is cut lengthwise 
In long. thin strips. It is then opened 
like a book and each leaf is sprinkled 
with salt and then closed again.
